Exact details of many 
expenditures won’t be known 
until the festival is over, but 
Peter Senese, the city’s direc¬ 
tor of community and corpo¬ 
rate services, said organizers 
have managed to keep costs 
close to or just under the set 
$541,000 budget. 

This was a particularly dif¬ 
ficult task, as the city did not 
receive funding from upper 
levels of government it has 


relied on for several years, 
said Mayor Vance Badawey. 

In the past, Port Colborne 
has received $75,000 annu¬ 
ally from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment and $15,000 annu¬ 
ally from the federal govern¬ 
ment. This year, Canal Days 
received nothing. 

The city is still looking for 
new sponsors to help fill the 
gap- 

Along with finances, 
some of the areas discussed 
Wednesday included trans¬ 
portation, food vendors, ships 
and last-minute additions to 
the Canal Days lineup. 

“We tried to add more 
food options this year,” 
said Bryan Theal, the city’s 
vendor co-ordinator, noting 
this includes the addition of 
gourmet food trucks,

■ ALCOHOL: Committee recommends maintaining policy 


Two-drink limit may have boozers crying in their beer

PORT COLBORNE — Two 
hands, two drinks. 

It seems like a logical policy to 
put in place at local festivals, but 
Port Colbome is taking a second 
glance at its alcohol serving reg¬ 
ulations after a complaint was 
launched by a resident 

The issue was addressed at 
a Canal Days Marine Heritage 
Festival planning meeting — 
the last before the event takes 
over the lakeside city from Aug. 
3 to 6. 

Though customers are able to 
purchase several tickets for alco¬ 
holic drinks at the festival, only 
two drink tickets per person can 
be redeemed at a time. 

The condition was put in 


place by city council in 2008 
at the urging of the Alcohol 
and Gaming Commission 
of Ontario, Niagara Regional 
Police and the municipality’s 
insurance company. 

"There's some concern about 
over-serving,” said Allaina Kane, 
the city’s special events co-ordi- 
natoi; who believes if the policy 
is changed it could raise liability 
issues for Port Colbome. 

Authoritative bodies that first 
suggested the policy questioned 
why the city would consider 
increasing its liability, she said, 
adding they've recommended 
the policy remain as is. 

Liquor law changes intro¬ 
duced in 2011 have allowed 
Canal Days to change its setup 
this year — keeping market 
square open and not fenced in 


as it has been in the past 
Port Colbome fire preven¬ 
tion officer Mike Bendia, who 
recommended the serving 
policy remain the same, sug¬ 
gested venue changes be fully 
evaluated before any addition^ 
adjustments are made. 

Many local festivals, such as 
the Niagara Wine Festival, oper¬ 
ate under a two-drink serving 
limit, he added. 

Complaints lie mainly in 
the length of the lineups that 
patrons have to endure to get 
their drinks, said Mayor Vance 
Badawey, who has worked the 
Canal Days bar 
Instead of increasing the 
drink limit. Ward 3 Coun. Angie 
Desmarais suggested increas¬ 
ing the size of the bar and the 
number of volunteers trained 


to man it in order to lessen wait 
times. Smart Serve certified 
volunteers can apply to assist 
with the bar at www.canaldays. 
ca or pick up an application at 
Roselawn Centre, 296 Fielden 
Ave. 

It was also suggested during 
the meeting that signage be 
in place outlining the alcohol 
policy and that volunteers sell¬ 
ing tickets should explain the 
two-drink serving limit prior to 
purchase. 

The issue will be before coun¬ 
cil on Monday night for discus¬ 
sion. The Canal Days commit¬ 
tee put forth a recommendation 
to council that the policy remain 
as is.

Look in the rearview 
mirror for cause of 
traffic deaths 

Sometimes, as the old saying goes, a little knowledge is a 
dangerous thing. Niagara saw another three people die on 
our roads, this time in Pelham, and an 11-year-old killed in 
a Beamsville hit and run, bringing the number of deaths this 
year to 16. 

Byway of comparison, a total of 15 people died in Niagara 
traffic collisions in 2011. That we’ve passed that total in July is 
sobering. 

For years, Niagara's police and public health department 
have struggled to rein in the number of traffic fatalities in the 
region, which typically hovers at about 30 — a number that 
makes Niagara’s roads some of the most dangerous in Canada. 

Each new police chief launches his or her own project to 
tackle that problem, but it never seems to make a dent. 

Last year, however, the health department's think and drive 
campaign to raise the issue in the mind of the public, along 
with Niagara Regional Police enforcement efforts, appeared 
to have some real impact when the number of road deaths 
dropped by half. 

Then we hit number 16 and it appeared, on the surface 
at least, that Niagara had gone back to its old lethal driving 
habits. And, as when these things happen, the chorus of “why 
aren’t the police doing more?” hit social media like a rash. 

But before we start demanding the NRP put spike belts across 
every road in the region, there are some things to consider. 

The number of fatalities is troubling. Even one is one 
too many because, in the vast majority of cases, these are 
preventable deaths. But it is worth noting we’ve had a couple 
of tragic collisions this year where more than one person 
died. This raises the number of fatalities, yes, but it does not 
necessarily mean Niagara’s roads are more dangerous. In 
other words, the number of serious collisions is down. 

Nonetheless, the NRP are reviewing the fatal collisions 
to see if there is something going on that can be addressed 
through education or enforcement. But we shouldn’t be 
looking to the police to fix the problem. At the end of the day, 
there is only so much they can do. 

The ultimate reason why traffic fatalities have been so high 
in Niagara is because of drivers. The ones who drink. The ones 
who go too fast. The ones who text or forget what "right of 
way” means. 

The solution is not more resources thrown at traffic 
enforcement or education programs. 

It’s more common sense and responsibility shown by 
people when they get behind the wheel.

Adversity reveals character

A friend was recently 
driving along, looking intently 
for a doctor’s office in an 
unfamiliar city. As she was 
trying to read the signs on 
the various establishments 
to make sure she stopped at 
the right one, she ran smack 
into the car ahead of her. Both 
vehicles suffered extensive 
damage and eventually had to 
be written off, but, thankfully 
and miraculously, no one in 
either car experienced any 
injury. 

Totally humiliated by the 
knowledge that she was 
responsible for this accident, 
she got out of the car and 
approached the driver of the 
other vehicle to exchange 
insurance information and 
other relevant details. 

While she fully expected 
them to be upset, she was 
totally unprepared for the 
torrent of foul language and 
swear words with which she 
was greeted by the occupants 
in the presence of their 


children no less. Devastated 
by this addition of insult to 
non-injury, she nonetheless 
maintained her composure 
and dealt with them as 
politely as she possibly could. 

As she tried to call her 
husband on her cell phone, 
along came an onlooker who 
started screaming at her: 
“People like you should not 
be allowed to drive. You’re 
just like the woman who 
killed my son!" 

When she shared this 
incident with me, I recalled 
words I had once heard at a 
conference: “Adversity does 
not build character, it only 
reveals it” I must admit that 
when I heard it for the first 
time, I was not convinced. Yet, 
this and similar episodes have 
reinforced the truth of this 
adage over and over again. 

Jesus says in Luke 6:45: "A 
good person brings good out 
of the treasure of good things 
in his heart; a bad person 
brings bad out of her treasure 
of bad things. For the mouth 
speaks what the heart is full 
of.” In other words, adversity 
does indeed bring out what 


is already inside of us, thus 
revealing our character. 

At one time, I used to get 
upset very easily when fellow 
drivers would commit such 
heinous crimes as failing to 
signal their next turn, refusing 
to let me pass them exactly 
when I so desired, or slowing 
down at intersections when 
thegreenlightwasinthe 
process of turning amber and 
actually stopping when it was 
going from amber to red. 

I had no idea that my 
character was leaking through 
my choice words in times 
like these until one fateful 
day in Regina when I had to 
brake hard to avoid hitting the 
driver ahead of me who had 
refused to let me beat the red 
light.

I do not deny that adversity 
can contribute to building 
one’s character, if only by 
enduring it and coming out 
changed for the better.

NHS critic appointed to LHIN group

WELLAND - Pat Scholfield 
has never been shy to take 
action, particularly where health 
care is concerned. 

The Welland resident and 
local health-care advocate was 
appointed to the Hamilton 
Niagara Haldimand Brant Local 
Health Integration Network’s 
ACTION (A Call To Integration 
Now) committee in May and has 
been working to provide input to 
improve the local health system. 

Scholfield was one of 100 
applicants who had hoped to 
find a spot on the committee, 
which aims to assist the LHIN 
in creating an integrated health 
system that supports a person- 
centred care delivery model. 

Between 30 and 40 of the 
applicants were selected. Two 
meetings for the group have 
taken place thus far — one in 
May and a second in June, 
Scholfield said. 


The group’s third and final 
meeting will take place Sept. 15. 

During the meetings, par¬ 
ticipants were asked a series of 
three questions about the local 
health-care system. An online 
questionnaire featuring those 
same questions can be found on 
the LHIN’s website for the public 
to provide opinion. "The LHIN 
claims they want public input. I 
hope they’re serious about this,” 
Scholfield said, encouraging 
people to get online and have 
their say. 

She has grave concerns about 
the local health-care system 
and hopes to see action taken to 
provide residents access to equi¬ 
table health care immediately. 

“We need access to health 
care now, not 10 years down 


the road,” she said, referencing 
the recommendation from NHS 
supervisor Kevin Smith to build 
a new hospital in south Niagara. 

Scholfield has made a number 
of suggestions through the com¬ 
mittee, including the possibil¬ 
ity of providing space in local 


tals to existing and future com¬ 
munity health centres, family 
health teams and other govern¬ 
ment clinics. Rather than paying 
rent for buildings that are pri¬ 
vately owned, rent can be paid 
to the hospitals. This will provide 
not only revenue for the hos¬ 
pitals but also better access to 
care, she said. 

Input from the committee and 
the public will be compiled into 
a report by the LHIN.

WAINFLEET — While the tempera¬ 
ture soared outside, things were heating 
up inside township council chambers 
during discussions over the possible sale 
of an unopened road allowance off of 
Lakeshore Rd. 

Wainfleet council is considering sell¬ 
ing the property — Augustine Reeb Rd. 
— to abutting property owners. 

That prompted residents to show up at 
last week’s meeting when the township’s 
official plan was being discussed. 

Township planner Grant Munday said 
Wainfleet’s official plan currently says 
under no circumstances should water¬ 
front lands be sold. The recreation com¬ 
mittee is opposed to the sale, he added, 
as are many people in the community. 

Before residents spoke on the issue, 
Aid. Ted Hessels said to drive by the 
property a person would not even find 
the road allowance, and there’s no place 
to park if one were going to use it. 

“You would have to be an avid moun¬ 
tain climber, resistant to poison ivy and 
be able to jump off a 10-foot-high steel 
breakwall that runs the entire width of 
the road allowance,” he said. 

“There is a potential to sell this road 
allowance as a lot if we amend the offi¬ 
cial plan, and the revenue could be in the 
hundreds of thousands which could be 
used to upgrade another road allowance 
that is easily accessible so that everyone 
could have equal opportunity to use the 
beach. The lot in question, only a few 
individuals would use it.” 

Hessels said if it were to be made 
public access, parking and stairs would 
need to be added, and brush would need 
to be trimmed and poison ivy removed. 


Resident Robert Benner, who lives 
beside the land in question, said the road 
allowance could easily be cleared and 
steps could be easily put in to get over 
the breakwall. He said many residents 
along the shoreline in the area have stairs 
down steep slopes leading to the beach. 

He agreed with Hessels that there is no 
parking in the area, but said the bottom 
area could be cleared and turned into an 
ideal stop for cyclists, with picnic tables 
and natural trails leading up the hill and 
down to the beach. 

“It would be ideal to sell Wainfleet as a 
destination. But to sell the land would be 
absolutely absurd.” 

Laurie Dayboll, who lives across from 
the road allowance, said it and others 
strung out every half-mile along the 
lakeshore have been in existence for 200 
years and should not be sold off. 

She said the sale could set a precedent 
for the sale of other road allowances in 
the future. 

Other residents chimed in throughout 
the discussion and all were opposed to 
the sale. 

Ontario Shorewalk Association 
founder Garry Skerrett, of Fort Erie, said 
his group, which has been fighting for 
public access across the Great Lakes 
region, was on hand to lend his support 
to residents. 

Skerrett said it is a beautiful stretch of 
beach at the end of the road allowance 
and all of the land should be left in public 
hands. 

Aid. David Wyatt said a large majority 
of people have made their views known 
and don’t want the land sold. 

“We should take that into consider¬ 
ation" he said.

WAINFLEET — While resi¬ 
dents were focused on the 
possible sale of an unopened 
road allowance In the town¬ 
ship, lost was discussion on 
Wainfleet's official plan. 

The road allowance does 
fall under the official plan, 
but there’s more to it than 


just that subject. 

Grant Munday, township 
planner, said the official plan 
will replace the current plan 
in place, which was originally 
approved in 1979. 

“The ... official plan is to 
set a long term 20-year vision 
for the township, establish 
goals and objectives to guide 
future land use changes in 
the municipality consistent 


with this vision, and set out 
specific policies to guide 
future change while main¬ 
taining the desired qualities 
of the township,” he told 
council and a packed council 
chambers. 

He said the purpose of 
the public meeting was to 
"afford anyone the oppor¬ 
tunity to make representa¬ 
tion in respect to the modi¬ 


fied official plan” prepared 
by Sorensen Gravely Lowes 
Planning Associates Inc. 

That plan has been modi¬ 
fied by integrated community 
planning staff at the region 
with the assistance of its 
consultant Dillon Consulting 
Limited, and in consultation 
with township planning staff. 

"Council will not be 
making decisions respecting 


the modified plan tonight, 
rather, comments received 
will be recorded and will 
become part of staff and 
council consideration ...” 
Munday said. 

He said one major change 
made to the document con¬ 
cerned the lakeshore area 
of Wainfleet. It is no longer 
referred to as Lakeshore Built 
Up Area and not considered 


to be a hamlet, either. All ref¬ 
erence to municipal water- 
sewer services along the 
lakeshore, the Big Pipe, were 
removed the plan as well. 

Munday said there have 
been additional changes as 
well, and those can be found 
in the plan, which is online 
on the township’s website,

Once he was done speak¬ 
ing, the road allowance issue 
dominated the official plan 
discussion, but Barb Weems, 
with Quartek Group, spoke 
on behalf of her clients, 
Lakewood Beach Properties 
Ltd. 

Weems wanted the official 
plan to be modified to recog¬ 


nize the communal servic¬ 
ing system that has already 
been approved and a second 
change as well. 

"We’d like the addition 
of six additional residential 
units in the first phase.” 

There were to be 41 resi¬ 
dential units built on the 
site of the former Lakewood 
Camp, on Lakeshore Rd., in 


two phases. She requested 
six of the units set for the 
second phase of construc¬ 
tion be moved into the first 
phase. 

Yvonne Hessels, wife 
of Aid. Ted Hessels, 
spoke about keeping the 
Wellandport area as a hamlet 
in the official plan. She said

Hessels did not 
speak on that part of the 
official plan due to a con¬ 
flict as he lives close to the 
Wellandport area.

WELLAND — Construction 
crews are busy keeping Hwy. 
406 on the road to completion. 

Though the provincial gov¬ 
ernment’s $100-million proj¬ 
ect is expected to take several 
years to complete, work is well 
underway with St. Catharines- 
based Rankin Construction 
manning several areas of the 
highway from Port Robinson 
Rd. to East Main St 
For the remainder of 2012, 


Rankin will continue focus¬ 
ing on a new northbound 406 
bridge that will cross Merritt 
Island, the Welland River and 
recreational canal, said project 
manager Bill Snow. 

"We hope to have the girders 
in place by the end of the year,'' 
Snow said of the bridge over 
the waterways — the largest in 
the project 

In total, the project includes 
construction of eight bridges 
and the rehabilitation of two 
existing bridges. 

Along with the water work, 


drivers moving along the high¬ 
way will see trucks bringing in 
loads of earth from Rankin’s 
borrow site and granular 
from its Port Colbome quarry 
to elevate the roadway in 
various sections and ready for 
construction of the coming 


Work has begun on the 
bridge that will accommodate 
the Trillium Railway tracks that 
cross the highway just south of 
the Woodlawn Rd. intersection. 

The company plans to have 
some highway areas paved by 


the end of 2012, Snow said. 

New ditches have been cre¬ 
ated to accommodate neces¬ 
sary drainage, though that 
part of the project hasn’t come 
without its challenges. 

“Ihe dry weather is good for 
construction but not so good 
for growth in ditches,” Snow 
said, adding seeds have had
